WASHINGTON, June 8—W — President Roosevelt 


told congress today that he is preparing a vast plan of 
social insurance for the security "of 
the citizen and 


his family." 


This, with another national plan for land and water 


. resources, will be laid before congress next winter. 


In his longest message to the national legislature, the 


chief executive said: 


"Among our objectives I place the security of the 


men, women and children of the nation first." 


"People," he said, "want decent homes to live in; they 


want to locate them where they can engage in productive 
work; and they want some'safeguard against misfortunes 
.which cannot be wholly eliminated in this man-made 
world of ours." 


Rsgardlng homes, he said the* 
government has already approprf-' 
•.ted millions for housing, and in a 
housing bill now before the legis- 
lators can '-'stimulate the lending 
•»f money" to modernize homes 
•nd build new ones. 


Of the "problem of readjustment 
«f the population," he said "hun- 
dreds of thousands of families live 
"Where there in no reasonable pros- 
pect of * living in the years to 
eoir.e." 


To Present National Plan. 
"When the next congress con- 


Vones," he declared, "I hope to he 
able to present to it a carefully 
considered national plan, «oyering 
the development and human 'use of 
our national resources of land and 
Water over a long period of years."

You are completing a work be- 
gun in March, 1933, which will be 
regarded for a long time as

I 
greet you and express once more 
my appreciation of the cooperation 
which has proved so effective. 


Only a small number of 
the 


items of our program remain to 
be enacted and I am confider.*. 
that you will pass on them before 
adjournment. 
Many other pend- 


ing measures are sound in con- 
ception, but must, for lack of time 
or adequate information, be defer- 
red to the session of the next con- 
gress. 
In the meantime, we can 
well seek to adjust many of thesa 
measures into certain larger plans 
of government policy for the fu- 


for American families to live as 
Americans should. 
Circumstances Dictate. 


In regard to the second factor, 


•fonomlc circumstances arid the 
forces of nuture thcmselve, dic- 
tate the need of constant thought 
as to the means bv'which a wise 
government may help the neces- 
sary readjustment of the popula- 
tion. We cannot fail to art when 
hundreds of thousands of families 
live where there ls no reasonable 
prospect of a living; In the years 
to come. This is especially «. na- 
tional problem. 
Unlike :nost of 
the leading nations of the world, 
we have so far failed to create a 
national policy for the develop- 
ment of our land and water 
re- 
sources and for their better use by 
those people who cannot ;nake a 
living in their present positions. 
Only thus can we permanently 
eliminate many millions of people 
from the 
relief rolls on which 


their names are now found. 
The extent of the usefulness cf 


our great natural Inheritance of 
land and water depends on our 
mastery of it. We are now :;o or- 
ganized that science and invention 
nave plven us the means of more 
extensive and effective atacks upon 
the problems of nature than ovur 
before.

It is childish to apeak of recov- 
ery first and reconstruction after- 
ward.

We have shown -t'.in 
world that democracy has within 
it the elements necessary to its 
own salvation. 


Less hopeful countries where tho 


ways of democracy .lire, verv new 
may revert to tho 'autocracy of 
yesterday.

abuses of the past and to pioceed 
In the direction of the greater 
good for the greater number 
Reconstruction Tasks. 


Our tasks of reconstruction does 
not require the creation of new 
and strange values. 
It is -rather 


the finding of the way onc« more 
to known, but to some degree for- 
gotten, ideals and values. If the 
means and details arc in some in- 
stances new, the objectives are as 
permanent as human nature. 


Among our objectives I place tho 
security of the men, women and 
children of the nation first.

ty upon each other. The complex- 
ities of great communities and of 
organised industry make less rceal 
these simple meacs of security. 
Therefore, we arc compelled to 
employ the active interest of t:i« 
nation as a whole through govern- 
ment in order to encourage

greater security for each individ- 
ual who composes it. 


With the full co-operation of the 
:ongress we have already made a 
serious attack upon the problem 
of housing in our great cities. 
Million;-: of dollars have been ap- 
propriated for housing projects bv 
federal and local authorities, of- 
ten with the K^nerous assistance 
of private owners. The task thus 
jetiiin must bu pursued for many 
vcars to comi1. 
There is ample 


jtlvate m'-r.cy for sound housing 
projects; and the congress, In a 
measure

before you, can 


ftimulate the lending of money 
for the modernization of existing 
homes and the building of new 
homes. In pursuing this policy wo 
are working toward the ultimate

at least a living can be earned. 


The rate of speed that we can 


usefully employ in this attack on 
Impossible social and 
economic 


conditions must be determined by 
business-like procedure. 
It would 


be absurd to undertake too many 
projects at once or to do a patch 
work here and another 
there 


without finishing 
the whole of 


an individual project. 
Obviously, 


the government cannot undertake 
national projects in every one of 
the. 435 congressional 
districts, 


nor even In every one of the 48 
states. 
The magnificent concep- 


tion of national realism and na- 
tional needs that this congress 
has built up has not only set an 
example of large vision for all 
time, but has almost consigned 
to oblivion our ancient habit of 
pork barrel legislation; to that 
we cannot and nvust not revert. 
When the next congress convenes 
I hope to be able to present to 
It a carefully considered national 
plan, covering the development of 
the human use of our national 
resources of land and water over 
a longer period of years. 


Considering Cost. 
In considering the cost of such 


a program it must be clear to

But the situation has become more 
grave as rainfall shortage has con-' 
tinucd. Futures rainfall cannot re- 
store more than a small part of the 
damage to crops and livestock. A;', 
especially. serious problem has de- 
veloped because, while there is no 
prospect of shortage of human 
food, a shortage of animal feed 
threatens over a wide area. This 
is causing losses to farmers and 
regions dependent upon the live- 
stock industries.

"ready-made" code 
for 
several 


hundred 
miscellaneous industries 


whose pacts have not been 
com- 
pleted. 


This basic code will be almost 
as simple as the President's re- 
Imployment agreement with which 
the blue eagle started its flight 
a year ago. It alms to give tha 
minor industries regulations which 
will be easily enforced, yet reach 
the NRA's chief objectives. These 
are: 


Shortened hours to make more 
jobs; wages not 
below 
living 
levels; recognition of labor's right 
to organize and bargain; prohibi- 
tion of dishonesty and the obvious 
forms of unfair trade practice. 
The small, secondary industries 


will be given opportunity to sub- 
scribe voluntarily. If they want 
more 
elaborate 
trade 
practice 
regulation they will be required 
to present the signed assents of 
85 per cent of their firms. 
Will Simplify Work. 


Determined to simplify NRA's 
work, officials 
have pushed to- 
ward completion a plan to con- 
solidate scores of codes already 
approved. In the end there will 
be not more than 300 codes Jn 
place of 450 already approved. 


The "rPadymade" or "cleanup" 
code plan arose from the discov- 
ery that codifying the (mall in- 
dustries has been absorbing a dis- 
proportionate amount of time and 
money, which should be devoted 
to major problems. 
The 
more 
codes, the greater the administra- 
tive load. For Instance, there are 
nine separate .pacts for button 
makers. 
Under the "cleanup" code there 
will be no more public hearings, 
no more protracted negotiations. 
In addition to 450 codes approved, 
NRA has nearly 500 in negotia- 
tion. Some cover fairly large in- 
dustries but In almost every ease 
these are beinft rushed to com- 
pletion. If they 
are 
not 
put 
:hrough readily, and unless spec- 
ial circumstances call for individ- 
ual treatment, the administration 
will urge these industries to take 
the general code. 
Permit Price Reporting. 


The base code will permit price 
reporting through a central In- 
dependent, agency, along the lines 
aid down in NRA's price policy 
announcement of yesterday. If a 
firm Hies a figure which appears 
?ntlrely out of line with costs, 
it may be called upon to justify 
;t. Otherwise there will be no re- 
strictions. 
The idea Is to block cut-throat 
price reductions and yet leave 
competition free, with little chance 
for big companies to press little 
ones into a uniform price level. 
The 40-hour week wlH continue 
aa the standard.
